and other Tradeſmen ; and got together a great Quantity 
. of Swords , Muſquets, Bullets, Gun-Powder, and Match: 
Others broke into the Houſes of the Merchants; and _ 
the Arms they kept for their own Security againſt 


Thieves, vere taken away by. Violence, for the Uſe. of 


 #he moſt faithful People of Naples. And becauſe one of 
the Shopkeepers attempted to make Reſiſtance, and 
_ refuſed fooliſhly to gratify the Rabble; not only threat- 
ening to complain ta the Viceroy, but raſhly diſcharging _ 
| a Mortar Piece out of the Window, whereby one f 
them was killed ; the People were ſo incenſed, that

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they ;mpedigpby clapped Fire to his Houſe, wherein 
were many Barrels of Gun Powder, and all flew up into 
the Air; which made a dreadful Shock, and ſtruck a 
Terror through, the whole City, eighty-ſeven Perſons 
were blown up, and periſhed; and forty- four were 
miſerably wounded, and ſcarce eſcaped with their Lives. 
The Viceroy was alarmed at theſe Proceedings: And 
to prevent ſuch Barbarities for the future, he gave 
poſitive Orders, that all the Powder that was lodged in 
the City ſhould be thoroughly wetted. The People on 
the other Hand, behaved with an imperious Authority 
along the Streets; and began to range themſelves under 
ſome Order and Diſcipline : : They reſolved to have a 
regular Army ready for their Defence, and with great 
Application provided for the Buſineſs of the next Day. 
 Faly 8. The Preparations made by the Rabble the 
Night before, were Forerunners of great Miſchief and 
88 on the Morrow. Their Vigilance and In- 
duſtry were equal to their Fury and Reſentments: They 
Were ſufficiently guarded againſt any Surprize, by keep- 
ing together in great Bodies all the Night, and ſetting 
Watches in the ſuſpected Places of the City.

But the principal Rendezvous of the People, was 
about the great Market Place, Lavinaro, and Porta 
Nolana. Here they drew up in military Order, and 
formed themſelves into diſtinct Bodies, with proper 
Officers at the Head of them: And (which was a ter- 
. rible ſight) there were Perſons diſpoſed ' between the 
Ranks, with lighted Match and flaming Torches. _. 
Maſaniello was Generaliſſimo; and he applied himſelf 
with ſingular Art, to provide againſt Extremities; to 
©. inſpire the People with Courage, and infuſe error 
among his Enemies. He ſent poſitive Orders to thirty- 


fix Precincts of the City, To arm inſtantù for the common 


Defence, under the ſevere Penalty of firing their Houſes 
about their Ears; And by this Means, a great Multi- 
'tude flocked to him compleatly armed; (which added 
to his Strength) and joined in the common Rage againſt 
the Government. His Care was now to ſecure Am- 

munition; and hearing of a Shopkeeper, who had by 
him a Quantity of Gun Powder, he civilly ſent to him 

to buy it; and the Meſſenger carried ready Money in 
his Hand: But the Man refuſing to ſell it without 
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from the main Body to fire the Houſe. They imme 
diately threw lighted Matches in at the Windows, 


and the Houſe, with; 60 People that were within, flew 


up into the Air: 80 many were deſtroyed, for their 
Bodies were numbered afterwards, the Mob not ſuffer- 
ing them to be buried for a long Time. Dreadful 
was the ſhock :1It made a ſort of an Earthquake all 


about it; and the Crack was as loud, as when the great 


Gallion was blown up a few Wecks before, in the 
Port of Naples. But whether it took Fire, by Accident 
or by Deſign, is yet unknown. The loſs of this Powder 
made the Rabble the more furious; and in a great

When they came they forced open the Doors; but 


to their great Diſappointment, it had been all wetted 


. - before, and would not take Fire. This was done by 


Order of the Viceroy, by Way of Prevention, which

The Viceroy, in the midſt of theſe Calamities was 
not wanting for his own Defence and Security. He

The Archbiſhop thinking it unſafe to reſiſt the Caprice | 
of a Madman, was forced to compound, and. at laſt 


accepted of Five Hundred of them: The Fiſherman 
then gave him a Paſſport in Writing, and having em- 


braced him, wiſhed him a god Voyage. Much about 


' the ſame Time, a Gentleman of Auverſa coming to 
ſpeak with him about ſome private Concerns of his 


own, he diſpatched him with a. Kick in the Br—ch,

Many and various are the Reflections that have been 
made upon this ſudden Madneſs of Maſaniello. Some 
are of Opinion, That that ſtupendous Height of Powe: 
to which he arrived, as it were in an Inſtant, made him 
giddy, and turned his Brains. Others will have it to be 
occalioned by the great and continual Fatigues he under- 
went, ox ever allowing himſelf Time to take the 


natural Refreſhments of Food or Sleep. But, the moſt 


probable and received Opinion is, that the Viceroy had 
given him an intoxicating Draught, which, by inflaming

it was no Matter, for he did not come then to eat, but 

to defire his Excellency to accompany him as far as Poſil- 
lippo, where they ſhould take a Collation together, having 
provided every 7. bing neceſſary for that Purpoſe ; and at 
the ſame Time giving a Call, ſeveral Mariners came in, | 
loaden with all Sorts of Fruits and Dainties. But the || 
Viceroy, who was not in a Humour to drink with the | 
crazy Fiſherman, excuſed himſelf on Account of a Pain 

in bis Head, with which, he ſaid, he avas that” very 
Moment taken ; and ordering his own Gondola to be made 

ready, Maſaniello went aboard, and was attended by 

Forty Feluccas, which were filled with Perſons who 

uſed their utmoſt Endeavours to divert him; 8 of

and others diving to pick up ſeveral Pieces of Sold 


which he threw into the Sea. 


This agreeable Airing, inſtead of hebt him, 


rather contributed to extinguiſh that ſmall Spark of Rea- 


ſon- that was left in him, and wholly deprived him of 
his Senſes. For tis reported of him, that in going and 
coming; he drank no leſs thantwelve Bottles of a ſtron 


bodied Wine call'd Lachrymæ Chriſt, which ſo dried 


up his Brain, that he was never after ſeen to act or to 
ſpeak in cool Blood. In the mean while Maſaniellos 
Wife went to viſit the Vice-Queen, in a new Coach, 


which the Duke of Mataloni had beſpoke for his Wed- 
ding Day, and for which he was to pay Eight Thouſand 


Ducats : She was magnificently dreſſed, and hed about 
her a vaſt Quantity of rich Jewels, that had been pre- 


Tented to her by her Excellency. The Vice-Queen gave 


her a-moſt honourable Reception; and having treated 
her very ſplendidly, and put upon her Finger a Ring of 
great Value, ſhe returned home very well pleated, with 


her Huſband's Mother, and his two diſters, Who had | 


accompanied her in this Viſit. 
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Maſaniellb being returned late from P/ Mippo, =o - 
appeared again upon the Morrow on Horſeback, riding 
up and down the City like a Devil broke looſe, and

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With what Art and Addreſs did he not infinuate him- 


elf into the Hearts of ſo many Thouſands of Men, by

cally deſcribing to ai], the miſerable State of their 


Country, groaning under the heavy Exactions of proud 
and avaricious Miniſters, and animating them to re- 
venge and ' redreſs themſelves. Cardinal Filomarms 
himſelf has acknowledged, hat in the ſeveral Conferen- 
ces he had with him, with reſpect to the Treaty of Accom- 
modation, he had often been amazed at the Solidity of his 
Judgment, and the Subtility of his Contrivances. In 
ſhort, let us but reflect upon the Greatneſs of that En- 
' terprize which he projected, and executed for the Good 


of his Country: That indefatigable Aſſiduity with

than the Benefit of Spain. For altho' it may by al- 
ledged, that the Sedition which he firſt promoted, 
ſeemingly tended to rhe Hurt of, the State, and the 
weakening of the Sovereign Authority, yet it is Certain 
he was ſo far from endeavouring to eſtrange the Peoples 
Affections and Allegiance from Philip the IV. who 
reigned at that Time, that, on the contrary, he always 
profeſſed the greateſt Reſpe& and Veneration for him: 
For, beſides making the People often cry out, Long hve 
the King of Spain, and commanding them to put bis 
Majefty's Arms over their Doors, his receding from that 
Propoſition, whereby the Caſtle St. Elmo was to be 
delivered into his Hands, as a Security for the Per- 
formance 'of the Conditions of Peace, is an undeniable 
Proof of his Loyalty. Beſides, the very Commotions 
which he raiſed in Naples, may be ſaid to have been in 
ſome Manner advantageous ba the Spaniards; ſince 
they contributed very much to the Extirpation of the 
Outlaws and other publick Nuiſances, and at the ſame 
Time, fully revenged them upon the Dy the 
cruel: Rage with which the Rabble purſue 
Laſtly, the Aboliſhment of the Gabels Ems to. have 
been in a great Meaſure ' beneficial to his Catholick 


Majeſty, whoſe Domain and other Revenues ſcarce 
amounting to a Million of Gold yearly, was now-'onh

joined together. This being done, it was reſolved, in 
a general Aſſembly of the People, who were gathered 
together on Purpoſe, that Maſaniello deſerved to receive 
rtbe greateſt Honours, as Head and Captain-General of 
Naples; and accordingly, his: Corpſe, preceded by five 
hundred / Prieſts and Religious, and followed by forty 
Thouſand Men up in Arms, and almoſt as many Wo- 
mien with Beads in their Hands, was carried through 
ſeveral of the moſt publick Streets of the City, with all 
the Solemnities that are commonly uſed at the Funeral 
of a Martial Commander. As they paſſed by the Palace 
of the Viceroy, his Excellency, to conform to the 
Times, ſent eight of his Pages, with Torches in their 
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Hands, to accompany the Corpſe, and at the ſame 


Time, ordered the Spaniards, who were then upon 


Guard, to lower their Enfſigns and falute him as he 


went by. He was at laft brought back again to the 


Cathedral Church, and there buried; whilſt all the 
Bells in Naples rung a mournful Peal, and amidſt the 
Tears and Lamentations of an infinite Maltitude of 
Women, who ſhewed ſo much Reſpect and Veneration 
to his Duſt, that one may ſay, that by the Effect of a 
popular Inconſtancy which is not to be equalled, Ma- 
ſaniello, in leſs than three Days, was obeyed like a 
Monarch, murdered like a Villain, and revered like

a Saint. | 


Thus have I traced the Hiſtory of the Neapolitans, 
from the firſt Origin of their Civil Misfortunes and 
Sufferings, under a ravenous and over-bearing Mini- 
ſtry, to the firſt Period of Tyranny and Oppreſſion 

| among them; that is to fay, to their being reſtored to 
© | the full Poſſeſſion of their Rights and Privileges, by the 
them. ¶Fiſherman-Hero. Happy for them, had they never 
been moleſted in the Enjoyment of them, and the 
Publick Faith remained inviolate ! _ But alas! They -. 
were ſoon made ſenſible, by a fatal Experience, That 
the moſt ſacred, and moſt religious Oaths and Cove- 
nants, are not ſtrong enough to bind Princes, nor 
their Miniſters, to act contrary to their Views of Inte-: 
reſt and Ambition. Not many Days after Maſanzelh's ' — 
Death, the Viceroy made Julio Genovins Preſident of 


one of the Courts of Juſtice, and gave him, beſides, 
ſeveral other Publick Marks of his Favour and Eſteem. 


The People were ſarprized at it; and they could not 
conceive what it was, that ſhould induce the Viceroy 
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i to give ſuch extraordinary Demonſtrations of 8 
8 to a Man, who had, with the greateſt- Warmth, ſo 
= lately eſpouſed the Intereſt of the Neapolitans, and upon 
all Occaſions had in a particular Manner, manifeſted 
his Enmity to the Sporiards: This was a Myſtery to 
1 them, and they were at a Loſs to unriddle it. But 4 
was not long before their Eyes were open'd, by the Pub- 
ligation of the Printed Treaty. They obſerved, that the I 
1 Fouricen th Article! in it, contained a Salvo, Which had 
Wy not been read to them 3 in the Cathedral Church, and 
1 which indeed made the Treaty void and of no Effect: 
x The Purport of it is as follows: That all Taxes 
and Gabels til then impoſed and exacted, ſhould be 


t abrogated and annulled for ever; ſuch of them only 
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EXC EPT E D, as were alienated to private or 
0 particular Perſons, which ſhould always ſubſiſt, an 
** Thing in this Treaty mentioned to the contrary, 
% nocwichſtanding.“ Now, there being no Tax in the 
Kinguom, but what was alienated, All "the Gabels and, 
Wl Taxcs, conſequently remained {till in Force; and this 
Treaty, that was concluded with ſo much Solemnity, 
I: and. afterwards confirmed by, ſo many Oaths, was only 
a Politick Trick, to lull the People _ till the Mi- 
 viſtry, ſhould find a fit Opportunity to.re-plunge them 
into a State of Slavery and Subjection. But all Crimes 
are not ſucceſsful 0 and the Allwiſe Providence of 
Heaven would not ſuffer {o, heinous a Violation of the 
Publick-Faith, ſworn and, pledged upon the Altars, to 
go unpuniſhed. Thoſe. Who ter diſcovered the 
3 Fraud, immediately communicate. it to, their Neigh· 
hours: Theſe again divulge it to the: People. In an 
Inſtant, the Whole City is alarmed., Multitudes of, 
People .

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People flock together in Haſte to the Market-place, as 


is uſual in Caſes of Publick Danger. They plainly 
perceive, now, the Reaſon of Cenovino Ss new Prefer- 
ment, and they conclude, that he has ſold them to the 


Miniſtry. On a ſudden, they give a Looſe -to their 


Rage and Indignation ; they fly to their Arms; and in 
the firſt Heat of their. furious Reſentment, they utter 
a thouſand direful- Imprecations againſt the Govern- 
ment, in whom they could no longer confide. This 
was the beginning of a Civil War, that in the End 


proved fatal to the Spaniards. The Authors of it, 


unimproved, by ſo recent an Example of what an 
injured -and exaſperated People can do in their own 
Defence, and the Defence of their Liberty, ſoon ſaw 


themſelves and their Country involyed in all the Ca- 


lamities and Horrors that attend inteſtine Feuds and 


Diſſentions: And ſome of them, by meeting with a 


more haſty and exemplary Puniſhment, have left be- 
hind them, an everlaſting Monument of the Wrath of 


Heaven againſt 9 and avaricious Midiitere 
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
